The captains were summoned to Po-

lice Headquarters this morning by Supt.
IJyrnes. They BUbmlJled their reports
upon tho registration lists as compared
with the police census of lodgers In
tenement-home- s

There were 240 Instances of apparently
falsa registration found In tho precincts
named.

The Superintendent, after a conversa-
tion with the District-Attorne- y over tho
telephone, sent tho captains to the
Grand Jury. It Is expected that Indict-
ments will be returned as the
evidence In every Instance, it Is said. Is
positive.

It is understood that Gen Porter made
some suggestions to the Superintendent
regarding the detailment of policemen
at the pulling booths on election day.
